The examiner noted that 
the objection under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) was erroneously cited. The objection under 37 CFR 1.57 is valid. It is necessary 
that applicant utilize the root words "incorporate(e)" and "reference" (e.g. incorporate by reference) in the specification 
in order to incorporate the subject matter of the cited Japanese Patent. As noted in the rejection mailed on 3/5/2007, a 
mere reference to the material does not convey a clear intent to incorporate the material by reference, see 37 CFR 
1.57 (g)(1). An amendment to the specification to include the phrase "incorporate by reference" would be objected to in 
view of the fact that the specification as originally filed does not express a clear intent to incorporate the reference as 
per 37 CFR 1.57.
